THE ROW IN THE BOARD OF
GUARDIANS.
Tae new method of appoiuting members of
the Board of Guardians by the Court is
undoubtedly a great improvement upon the
old system; and the present board 13 cem.-
posed of a body of gentlemen whose integrily
is above suspicion, and whoe have endeavored
to discharge their dnty to the paupers and
the publie. Coneceding this point at the out-
get, we still think that there is matter for
gerious reflection in the allegations made so
persistently by one of the members of the
board, Mr. Edward T. Parker. Although
he stands in the unenviable light of the single
juryman who was agaiost eleven stnbborn
associates, it does happen sometimes that the
one man i8 nearer right than his fellows,
and there are plausible reasons for believing
that this may be the oase in the present in-
gtance. The Almshouse is an important in-
stitution, and it i8 no easy task to aot with
wisdom, efficiency, and sconomy in all mat.
ters relating to the maintenance of more
than three thousand paupers, one-fourth of
whom sare insape and a large number sick.
There is a wide latitude for diseretion, a great
many opportnnities for wrong-doing and for
shortoomings; and if somebody does not de-
vote himself, heart and sounl, in a spirit of
disinterested and determined philanthropy,
to the arduons task of achieving the best
attainable results, there is constant danger
that the management of such an institution

will fall below the proper standard.
It is to the  weredit of the ex-
sting board that mno  charge al-

leging that they have sanctioned any fearful
or gross abvse Las been mnade during the
present controversy; bat Mr, Parker’s allega-
tions imply, whut is probably not far from the
fact, that, while the routine business is in
the main pretty well attended to, there are,
peverthless, some holes thatshould be sto pped
up and some defects in organization thaet
gshould be amended. A Board of Guardians
may be very honest and respectable, and still
neglect or misconceive the full scope of its
duties; and the fault of the present board, so
far as it is fanity, lies in this direction,
Mr. Parker has not been content with s mere
routine discharge o’ his duty. Kuoowing that
truth often lies at the bottom of a well, he
has tried to dive down deep enough to
reach it. He refused to take at their
full face value the statements of all the sub-
ordinste officers of the institution, and he
has demanded that little things, as well us
great things, should be done decently snd in
order. When beef is contracted for, he in-
sists that beef, and not bullock's hearts,
should be delivered; and he asks that the
storekeeper shon'd be present to see the beef
weighed, instesd of detailing untrustworthy
assistants to discharge this duty. When
roofs are to be repaired, be wants to know
why guarantees for their durability cannot be
exaoted. When arbors are made by pauper
labor for the private use of the Steward on

his Now Jersey farm, ke wants to
know what sor! of a bill is
presented to that official. When

the infants in the institution are habitually
doomed to premature death, he asks whether
something is not wrong with either the nurses
or the milk, When de:d men are reported
on the live list, vad live men on the dead
list, he aaks that the records abould be made
up correctly. When outstanding bills and
claims of the institution for damages, stoue
furnished, eto., are not pressed for payment,
he asks the reason why. When filth acou-
maulsted in the corridors, he insisted that it
ghould be removed. When the necessities
of an enlargement of the [usane Departwent
became painfuly apparent, he warmly and
strenuously urged an a plication to Uounocils
for the necessary appropriation, which finally
was obtained. When gsngs of able-hodiad
men are left lounging listlessly, e sttempls
te find ewployment for them. When

| paupers  are  treated with unnesessary
and cruel harshoess as a punishment for
their temerity in making known the private
inside workipgs of the institntion, he points
the finger of scorn af those who perpatrate
such tyranny. And although his associates
mpy be annoyed by the agitation of such
topies, we think that Mr. Parker will do infi-
nitely more good than harm by continning
his investigations and his agitations. Re-
spectable, vasy-going boards have for centn-
ries glossed over the most fearful wrongs in
| prisons end poor-houses. It has always re.
quired enthusinsts or refermers te open their
eyes and the eyes of the public to the enor-
mily of daily ocourrences; and if, as Parker's
encinies allege, he belongs to this tronble-
gome olass, it is still quite possible that
hia labors will redound to the waelfare
of the panpers and the tax-payers. He is en-
titled to a fair hearing, even if he is in a
winority in the board: he will get it in the
newspapers, and from the Grand Jury,
if he does not get it at the regular
sepsions of the Board of Guardianw; and
the alleged attempts of some of the officialy
of the institution to thwart his endeavors to
gain information which is die to his position
will go far to engender a convioction that
they Lave sinister §mlivoﬂ for concealment,

THE DEFENSKE OF NAPOLEON 1I1.
Tux New York World yesterday published a
long doenment which purported to be a de-
fense of the ex-Emperor Napoleon III, an
explanation of his policy, and of the reason
for the sndden collapse of the military power
of France, This defense assumes to have
been prepared by one of the ex Emperor's
associates with his sanction, and the internal
evidences are in favor of its genuineness, It
is just such a plea as any one acquainted
with the history and charaoter of M. Bona-
parte, as Victor Hugo always persisted in
calling him, would be likely to make, and it is
probably as strong a defense of the polioy
that shaped the destinies of the second Ewmpire
as could be put forth. We pay that com-
pliment to the writer, whoever he may be,
Assuming the document to be a genuine mani-
festo from Wilhelmshohe, its most marked
characteristio is the evidence it affords of the
total inubility of the ex-Emperor to under-
stand what the deficiencies of his govern-
ment were, as the rest of the world np.
derstands them. By a contrast between the
disorganized condition of France previons to
the Revolution of 1818, the only remedy for
which, according to their plea, was a revival
of the old Napoleonie policy, nnd the material
prosperity that France enjoyed during the
past oightesn years, an attempt is made to
overlook what was the real weakness of the
Imperial system which enabled a character-
leas adventurer to remain during that period
not merely the ruler of France but the arbiter
of Europe. The social and moral corruption
that wis engendered by the second empire,
80 that all the prineiples of virtne and honor
were set aside as of no moment in order
that a certain dynasty that had its origin
in froud and corruption might be able to
perpetuate itself although a whole people
should disgrace their huamanity, is entirely
overlooked; and the ex-Emperor attributes
the downfall of his government, and the ruin
of his conptry, to the opposition he encoun-
tered from men like Thiers, Pravost-Paradol,
and others who endeavored to thwart him at
every point. Outside of France, and espe-
cially in the United Btates, it has long been
understood that the empire was nothing
more than a glittering show, and although
no one expected to see it collapse assuddenly
as (it did, there are few who did not believe
that its downfall would surely come, somao
time: or other, The ex-Emperor seems not
to have comprehended the real power of
Prussia until it actually threatened him, and,
as is probably true, he contends that he was

forced into the present WAr
more by the necessity ef maintaining his
prestige than becauss he desired to

engage in the conflict. On this as on other
occasions, however, he is entirely too anx-
jons to throw the blame upon the French
people, and to represent them as urging him
on against his own inclinations. All the evi-
dence on the subject, however, indicates
very plainly that Napoleon was anxious to
engage in a war with Prussia, that he dili-
gently excited popular enthusiasm on the
subject, and that he confidently expected to
win a comparatively easy victory. Although
this doonment is more elaborate, and argues
from more remote causes, the gist of it is
essentially the same as that of the pamphlet
issued by the ex-Emperor some time ago,
and there is nothing in it that will be likely
to increase the respect of mankind for him,
or to make any true friend of France regret
bis sudden and disgraceful downfall.
